(b)  EVALUATION:  Expended  107mm  rocket  motor  bodies  peel  back  when 
they  hit  the  ground.  By  setting  the  rocket  motor  body  on  a  level  surface 
the  angle  between  the  longitndal  axis  of  the  rocket  and  the  surface 
closely  approximate  the  angle  of  fall  of  the  rocket.
